SUBJECT : NORODOM SIHANOUK ARRIVES IN GUINEA AND BLASTS 
U. S. 

1. PRINCE NORODOM SIHANOUK AND HIS ENTOURAGE ARRIVED AT 
CONAKRY ON MAY 13, AND WERE GREETED AT THE AIRPORT BY 
PRESIDENT AHMED SEKOU TOURE AND OTHER GUINEAN LEADERS AS 
WELL AS VISITING DAHOMEAN PRESIDENT MATHIEU KEREKOU. 

AFTER THE USUAL CEREMONIAL WELCOME THE THREE CHIEFS OF STATE 
WENT TO THE CHINESE- BUILT PEOPLE' S PALACE WHERE THEY 
APPEARED BEFORE ASSEMBLED MILITANTS AND CADRES OF THE 
GUINEAN DEMOCRATIC PARTY. 

2. PRESIDENT TOURE PRESENTED SIHANOUK TO THE AUDIENCE 
WITH A LONG SPEECH PRAISING THE DEPOSED KHMER RULER FOR 
HIS FIGHT AGAINST " INTERNATIONAL IMPERIALISM.” WITHOUT 
IDENTIFYING THE NATIONALITY OF THE PLANES, TOURE ATTACKED 
THE AERIAL BOMBINGS IN CAMBODIA WHICH HE SAID ARE KILLING, 

AND BURNING VILLAGES, SCHOOLS AND DISPENSARIES. EXPRESS- 
ING FULL SUPPORT FOR SIHANOUK AND HIS GRUNK, TOURE SAID 
CAMBODIA HAS THE RIGHT TO LIVE AS IT WISHES AND ASSERTED 
GUINEA WOULD SUPPORT THE SIHANOUKISTS UNTIL FINAL VIC- 
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TORY, " THE CRUSHING OF IMPERIALISM." 

3. SIHANOUK, IN REPLY, THANKED HIS HOST FOR THE INVITATION 

TO ATTEND THE MAY 14 ANNIVERSARY CEREMONIES OF THE GUINEAN 
DEMOCRATIC PARTY AND PAY A " STATE VISIT" TO GUINEA. TO 
BURSTS OF APPLAUSE FROM THE AUDIENCE OF CAREFULLY CHOSEN 
OFFICIALS, HE FILLED IN THE BLANKS ON IMPERIALISM DURING 
A BITTER ATTACK ON THE US ( BY NAME) WHICH WAS BLAMED 
FOR ALL OF THE TROUBLES IN CAMBODIA AND INDOCHINA. US 
"IMPERIALISM", HE DECLARED, WAS THE CRUELEST, MOST 
OBSTINATE AND MOST BARBARIC IN HISTORY. " HIS" FORCES 
WOULD NEVER ACCEPT A FALSE PEACE, A PAX AMERICANA. WHEN 
IN HIS PART OF CAMBODIA IN MARCH, THE PRINCE SAID, HIS 
FOLLOWERS TOLD HIM THEY WOULD NOT ACCEPT A CEASE FIRE 
UNTIL THE US " NEO- COLONIALIST" SYSTEM IS " SWEPT OUT" OF 
INDOCHINA FOREVER. PRESIDENT NTRON, SIHANOUK DENOUNCED 
AS THE " NEW CESEAR." IN CONCLUSION, THE PRINCE DECLARED 
THAT IF THE THIRD WORLD COULD UNDO US " IMPERIALIST 
DESIGNS" IN INDOCHINA IT WOULD WEAKEN IMPERIALISM EVERY- 
WHERE WHICH COULD BE A PRELUDE TO THE DEFEAT OF THEIR 
HENCHMEN IN ASIA AND AFRICA INCLUDING THE ZIONISTS, THE 
PORTUGUESE, THE SOUTH AFRICANS AND THE RHODESIANS. 

4. SIHANOUK ATTENDED A BANQUET IN HIS HONOR ON THE EVENING 
OF MAY 13, A MASS PARADE ON MAY 14, THE ANNIVERSARY 

OF THE FOUNDING OF THE GUINEAN DEMOCRATIC PARTY, AND IS 
SCHEDULED TO LEAVE CONAKRY ON MAY 16. 
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
